Tha one 
golden principlo that the English doctors 
fail to grasp is that the medicine must be 
varied with the idiosyncrasies of the pati+ 
ext, Ao English doctors fait to understand 
this, thoy lose four. pationts out of ten, 
Howaxoxe is by no tacons the only ploce in 
the wotld where the native population is 
addicted to filthy habits and whera the Sa- 
nitary Authorities bave to combat » deeply- 
engrained dislike to cleanliness of houss 
cond habitation. Filth’ is common to all 
Oriental cities, and will ba, we suppose, till 
tho millennium,. In Colombo, thw Muuici- 
pol Connell has been bestirring iteulf on the 
pubjeot of sanitation, A Spacisl Committes 
reported recontly oa the condition of the 
overatowdad localities of the to-vn, sud the 
Council, among other things, dacided to 
take action, in accotdance with the pro- 
yisions of the law, against the owners of 
fosanitary buildings, to employ an addi- 
tional sanitory laspector, and to got an 
expert—Mr Baldwin Latham is mentioned 
“to report on the sanitation of the town.

A letter was read from tho Captain of tha 
Menmuir (A. Craig) requeating that the 
inquiry be made, 

Hugh Crsig—1 am master of the steam- 
ship Menmuir. Lholda caater’s cartif- 
cate, which J reevived in Glisgow twenty- 
five years ago. I have been on the Mewmuir 
since 1890. I hovo boon thirteen yoare in 
command. The Menmuir waa on & voyage 
fiom Kobe to Hougkong with a gencral 
cargo, Tho draught on leaving Kobo was 
34.6" and 19.8". Ab 2.80 p.m. -on the 
30th April, we loft Kobe in thick, rainy 
weather, blowing fresh from the South. 
The woather continued much the same: up 
till about ten in the evening, when it com- 
menced to clear up. By that time we hed 
passed the tan foot rocks, and at il p.m. 
the weather was perfectly cldar and the 
moon wasrising. I remdined Gn deck till 
midnight, when the aecond officer relieved 
the third offcer. The weather wae close 
und no juoka being in the way I thought I 
would lio down. Ileft word to be called 
at the entranco to Kurushima Straits. 
I wos not called at the entrance, 
Tho first. kuow was the ship was ashore. 
Thors was no shock, only a hst, I knew by 
the feel that she wason shore. I rushed 
on the bridge and found the second officer 
and pilot there. [asked tho second officer 
how he got tho ship on shoro; did he not 
aco the land ahead. They were disputing 
as to who was wrong, and I told them to 
stop tho talking at once, and ses to tho 
ship. Tho,engines at that time wore going 
astern. L ordered the holds to be sounded 
at onco, and asked the ascond officer why 
he did'nt cali mo, and he stated to mo thot 
the pilot had boon asleep and when he was 
awakened tho pilot said all right. The 
pilot adwitted to mo that ho had ben 
asloep. I called the Obief Officer nd 
ordered him to take the bearings round the 
ship. I found a sandy bottom sloping; from 
aft the main-mast the ship was afloat. 
There was a bank of mud from the funnel 
to the main-mast, She had gone through 
the mud on to tho sand. The engines 
would not pull hor off and I enquired aa to 
the tide, which I found, was falling: I 
stopped the enginas. .I commonced to 
shift the cargo feom the forahald to No. 6. 
T pumped the aft ballast tank out at the 


Jawa time. Tho ship had about 116 tons 


of rice, and 120 tons of water wers in tho 
tank, At 11.30 on tho forenoon of tha 
following day tho-tide was rising, eo I put 
the engines astern, As the ship refused 10 
move I etopped the engines at'12.30, We 
wore making no water. I then prepared 
to lighten the ship. At 10 p.m, they got 
coyered lighters for the rice snd open 
lightora for the coal and commenced ty ua- 
load, At six a.m. on tho 2ad May Iran 
out a kedge on starboard.

KWANG-TUNG NOTES. 


News of tha terrible famine in Kwongei 
hae been ciroulated throughout the whole of 
Kwang-tung Province, In all the districts 
and prefectures, subseriptions are being 
raisod for the relief of the suffercra ; all the 
charitable inetitutions are bestirring them- 
selves, All subscriptions will be forwarded 
through the Kwong Yun Sien Tong Charit- 
able Institution to the famine-atrioken dis- 
tricta. The amount already subscribed for 
this purpose from various souroes is now no 
leas than 70,000 dollare, Two loadi of rice 
have since been despatched to the famine 
districts, conveyed by junks and towed by 
steam launches. A. third consignment of 
rico for tha sufferora is being prepared and 
will bo deapatohed from Canton within the 
next few days. . 

MINING EXPLOITATION, 

Some time ago, the Peking Goverament

THE COMMERCIAL TREATY WITH 
; CHINA. 
It docs not sppear that any very rapid 


. progress is being made in tha nogotiation 


of the now coramercial treaty botwoen Japan 
and China. The latter’ Power ia said to 
have asked for a weok’a delay to prepare 
and prosent a now ‘memorandum, tat what. 
its contents will bo thero is no definite io- 
formation. In. point of fact, Japan is not 
at all concerned to hasten the negotiations, 
She canvot possibly expect, nor has she 
any spparent right to ask for, a treaty seour- 
ing to her batter terms than those embodied 
in China’s trestics with Wostorn Powers. 
Henca the conclusion of the troaty now une 
der negotiation will not benefit her in any 
degree, for she is already enjoying most- 
favoured -nation treatment at China's hands, 
It ia somewhat surprising that the leading 
Japanese jonrnals do not take the trouble 
to explain the situation exactly to their na- 
tionals. Political agitators seck to make 
capital out of tho.delsy, ond talk as though 
their country'a merchants wore soriously 
handicapped by it. Yet, if they devoted a 
moment's houvat atteation to tho question, 
thoy would ece that their nationala, accord- 
ing to tho terms of the Shimonoseki Treaty, 
aro guarantéed the enjoyment of most- 
fevonred-nation treatment in all matters of 
trade und intercourse, with China, peading 
tho conclusion of the now treaty, and inaa- 
much as the latter, when concluded, can- 
not improve upon that treatment, thoro is 
not the smallest reason to complain about 
the tardiness of the negotiations. On tho 
othor hand, it is qnite certain that rio enc. 
sess can attend any attempts that Chinesa 
may make to olnde tho obligution imposed on 
them by the Shimonoacki Treaty, namely, 
the obligation of pluciag Japan conyontion- 
ally on the same footing as Western Pow- 
era, It was precisely because such attompts 
on Chiao’s part wore to bo apprehended, 
thet provision was made at Shimonoseki for 
seouriug to Japanese subjects most-favour- 
ed-nation trantment pending the concelasion 
of the now treaty. In faot Jupsn’s position 
is as strong 03 it could be. She bas aoth- 
ing whatever to lose by China's proorastina- 
tion, and she bos practically nothing to 
gain by expedition. If sho posssssed soma 
temporary moans of exacting special con- 
oessions from China, the case would bo 
different. But she has no auch means, and 
if uny of her aubjeots imagine that thoir 
commorcial sitnation will be improved after 
tho conolosion of the treaty, their mistaken 
iden is due entirely to wat of proper io- 
quiry—Japan Mail.

The Blairmore arrived from Neweastlo, 
N.S.W., on February 2nd, ladon with oon! 
for J, D, Spreckels & Brothers. Aftor dis- 
charging her cargu she was }aid up io the 
bay off the Union Iron Worke, awaiting a 
charter. All the men except thore needed 
to handle the ship were diecharged a month 
ego. Hifteen of them were aboard when 
the squall struck the ship oud abe ‘ turned 
turtle.’ 

It waa about twenty minutes to 7 o'clock 
in the morning. All_bande but tho captain, | 
the cook, carpenter and watchman, wer 
below when the first sharp gust blew 
out of the southeast, and the vessel 
keeled some fifteen degrees to starboard, 
The blow was as short as it was eharp, and 
the Blatrniore soon righted. The captain, 
who seemed to have no iden of the danger in 
atore for him, bogan to pick up some looss 
flower pots to place them on the weather 
side and the men resumed tho worle of chip- 
ping iron rust from the veseel’s sides, Kiva 
minutes later the fotal squall struck tho 
Biairmore. It came sbriekiog in through 
the rain trom the southeast and struck the 
ship full on the port side, Tho verse! 
heaved up out of the water, the tall masts 
awept in a long ourve to sturbuard and the 
nextinstaut her keel showod aboyathe maddy 
waters of the bay. The ship rocked for a 
moment, as though in an effort to regain her 
equilibrium, The weight of the masts, how- 
ever, was too much, and sha began to sink 
as the watera pourcd jnto her butchways. 
When the Blairmore waa struck the second. 
time the men beluw realized that the dan- 
gor they had feared was upon them, ‘As 
sho heeled over they ran for the hatchways, 
and, in one way or ativther, several of them 
manoged to crawl out up over the fife rail 
to the port side of the vessel, from which 
thoy wore afterward rescued, all unhurt, 
with the exception of Second Mate Mc- 
Donald, whose left ankle wus badly bruised 
by the falling of a heavy paint dram. 

Captain Craw and his cullie dog, Juck, 
were on the puop deck when the yessel was 
overturned. “They pitcted headlong into the 
bay, Swimming together they reached the 
captain’s gig, to which the master clung, 
his dog’s neok supporting part of tbe weight, + 
until both were rescued. 

The listing of the Blairmore when the 
first guet struck ber was seen from the 
decks uf the Britieh ehips Ardnamurchan, 
Inveresk, British Yeoman and Cromdale, and 
by workmen on the dry dock of thé Union 
Iron Worss, For several weeks paat the 
behavior of the Béairmore iu gusety weather 
had been votiowd by the masters and crows 
of the vessels lying in Mission bay, and 
the prediction had bcen freely made moro 
than once that the ship was likely to 
go to the bottom where she lay at une 
chor. When the wind came up early yes- 
terday mornisg a sharp lovkout was kept on 
her, About 4 o'clock io the morning the;

Parcels not exceeding 12 ibs. in weight 
are received in Hongkong and at British 
Post Offices in China, for transmission to 
the United Kingdom by P..& O. Packet 
vid Gibralter. No patcel is sent with tha 
Overland Mail vidi Brindisi... Parccls there- 
foro arrive in London about eight days lator 
than the Mail. Parcels may bo sealed, but 
any parcel, even thongh sealed, is liable to 
be oponed for examination. 

Parcels must be posted in Hbéngkong 
bofore 3 p.m. on the day before the depar- 
ture of the Mail. Those arriving from the 
Coast, &c., after this hour ‘are kept for the 
following P. & O, Mail.
